SEN. SYMINGTON’S IMPLICATION 
In a carefully worded statement this week, 
Missouri’s senior U. S. Senator, Stuart Syming­ 
ton, uttered an eyebrow-lifting warning about 
Senate subcommittee hearings on the conduct 
of the air war in North Vietnam. Sen. Syming­ 
ton is a member of a Senate Military Prepared­ 
ness subcommittee that has been hearing testi­ 
mony from Defense Department officials on 
our air operations against the enemy in Hanoi. 
The Missourian has promised that testimony 
of witnesses, including Defense Secretary Mc­ 
Namara, will be made public within a few weeks; 
a preliminary report will also be issued by the 
Senate unit shortly. 
Said Sen. Symington, “ I 
would earnestly hope that all Americans inter­ 
ested in this problem, a problem so vitally im­ 
portant to the future structure of the military 
posture 
essential to the security of the United 
States, would refrain from reaching conclusions 
in this matter until they have had the opportunity 
to read the testimony of these witnesses.” 
This is sound advice, particularly in the face 
of what appears to be contradictory testimony 
between Secretary McNamara and at least some 
of the nation’s top military officers. 
It would 
appear that not all members of the Chiefs of 
Staff as well as the Commander-in-Chief of 
Pacific Forces have approved and do approve 
of limitations placed on the attacking of m ili­ 
tary targets over North Vietnam. When he ap­ 
peared before the subcommittee and spoke in 
behalf of “controlled” bombing of selected tar­ 
gets, Secretary McNamara declared that all- 
out bombing of North Vietnam would not bring 
the communists to the peace table. Some m ili­ 
tary officers, however, have said that they 
could pulverize the Red war potential if they 
were allowed to bomb targets of their own choos­ 
ing. 
Sen. Symington recently implied, if indeed he 
did not declare in so many words, that if Sec­ 
retary McNamara is right, we should get out 
of Vietnam. 
There appears to be a growing number of 
Americans who believe that if Sen. Symington 
is right, Secretary McNamara should get out 
of the Pentagon.

The predicament of Charlie W illiams, 86-year- 
old Negro, convicted of m anslaughter, fills the 
casual reader with a mixture of awe, rem orse, 
even grudging admiration. 
The spark of admiration is for the calendar. 
Williams was tried under the habitual crim inal 
act. 
Any habitual crim inal who can live to the ripe, 
old age of 86 is entitled to at least a little 
respect. 
Most crim inals don’t live nearly that 
long. 
It must take an exceptionally rugged one 
to perform this feat. 
W illiams surely has 
taken better care of his body than he has of 
his life. 
But a man, 86, should have lived long enough, 
seen enough of life and been too intelligent to 
kill another man, hence the feeling of rem orse. 
Williams could have been convicted of second 
degree m urder and sentenced to life im prison­ 
ment. 
This raises another question. 
If he had 
been sentenced to life imprisonm ent would it be 
severe or light punishment? 
W illiams’ life 
expectancy isn’t long at age 86. 
He can’t be 
expected to serve long in any event. 
Under the manslaughter conviction Williams 
can if imprisoned be sentenced to from six 
months in jail to 10 years in the state pen­ 
itentiary. 
He 
admitted 
on 
the witness stand that he 
killed Joe Lee Matthews of Painton but claimed 
self defense. 
A jury found him guilty and even at his ad­ 
vanced age the needs of society would not be 
served by perm itting him to go free. 
A sad and puzzling case but Williams should 
have known better.

Lincoln’s Trials Began Even 


Before He Took Oath 


In the Kansas City Times 
By Warren H. Griffith 
"Mary, we're elected." 
On the evening of November 
6, 
1860, 
Abraham Lincoln 
greeted his wife with these words 
at the door of their home 
In 
Springfield, ni. 
He had Just left a celebration 
In the statehouse. It was a joy* 
fill occasion for the Republican 
from the Western prairies, the 
first candidate of his party to 
win the presidency. Clearly a 
time of testing lay ahead, but 
he cannot have foreseen the full 
measure of the tragedy through 
which he was destined to lead 
the nation. 
The present occupant of the 
White House faces bitterness and 
sometimes 
vituperation from 
fellow Americans, especially re­ 
garding the 
war in Southeast 
Asia. But the vilification and 
insults that are 
heaped upon 
him, while degrading, are not 
comparable with abuse hurled at 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Faced Secession Threats 
Throughout the campaign of 
1860 the 
Southern 
states had 
threatened that If Lincoln were 
elected they would take them­ 
selves out of the 
Union. Im­ 
mediately 
after the election 
South Carolina voted to recruit 
and equip 10,000 volunteer sol­ 
diers; Georgia and 
Louisiana 
voted Urge funds for arms and 
troops. South Carolina declared 
Itself a sovereign state 
and 
seceded from the Union, adopting 
a flag of its own, and establish* 
ing forts 
and postoffices. By 
New Year’s 1861, It was clear 
that a large group of cotton states 
would follow South 
Carolina’s 
lead and form a Southern Con* 
federacy. 
Not all 
Southern 
leaders 
agreed on this drastic move. 
Jefferson Davis, destined to be 
president of the 
Confederacy, 
doubted that secession was the 
wisest course. Alexander Ste­ 
phens. 
who was 
to become 
Davis’s vice president, wrote, 
"I consider slavery much more 
secure inside 
the Union than 
out of it 
if our people are 
wise.** 
But one fire-eating Southerner 
cried: 
"Irresponsible 
conflict 
Is 
about 
to be visited upon 
us 
through the Black Republican, 
Lincoln, and his fhnatlcal, dia­ 
bolical Republican party.** 
New State Formed 
As 
one by one 
Southern 
states left the Union, Virginia, 
"the mother of PresldeWB,-voted 
three to 
one In favor of Join­ 
ing the Confederacy; but in the 
western mountain country, there 
was strong Uhion sentiment and 
a separate sUte resulted. 
In 


Texas, Gov. Sam Houston Legis­ 
lature, In an effort to prevent 
secession; but he was over­ 
ruled. In Washington the re­ 
tiring President Buchanan pro­ 
claimed a day of fasting, moan­ 
ing that he was the last Presi­ 
dent of the United States.

Concern for His Safety 
There was widespread 
fear 
that 
Southern forces 
might 
seize Washington before 
the 
March Inauguration date, and 
that Lincoln might be sworn in 
at some other location. One 
leader said, reassuringly, ‘liln- 
coin, if living, will take the oath 
of office on the Capitol steps." 
But to make It more certain, 22 
carloads of troops started from 
Ft. Leavenworth for Baltimore 
and other troops were drilling 
in Chicago for duty in Washing* 
ton as 
March 4 approached,

JEFFERSON CITY - This is 
the third and

a series on needed state legisla­ 
tive reform. 
In the first 
two articles the 
present condition of state legis­ 
lative operations and suggested 
changes 
have been discussed. 
This installment will tackle the 
toughest question of all: How 
to get It done. 
The 
reasons 
for 
Inactivity 
are 
numerous 
and 
often 
subtle. Essentially, they stem 
from a basic lack of will among 
the very people who could be the 
most effective in bringing change 
—the legislators themselves. 
The though of sweeping chang­ 
es 
in the legislative process 
strikes fear into the hearts of 
many lawmakers. Together with 
their 
cronies 
in the 
cities 
and counties who make up the 
various tentacles of the state's 
political 
hierarchy, they 
fight 
tenaciously to hold onto the status 
quo. This tendency can be most 
clearly 
seen In the vicious in­ 
fighting that takes place over 
legislative 
redistricting. 
If it 
were 
not for unavoidable fed­ 
eral requirements, it would be 
nearly impossible to get action 
in the state legislatures on this 
question because 
any 
change 


might affect the status of some 
of their members. 
Moderniza­ 
tion and reform of the state law­ 
making bodies Is 
involved with 
this same problem. 
For this reason, the tactic of 
appointing 
study 
committees 
made up largely of members of 
the legislature has been almost 
a universal failure. It is much- 
like asking a man and wife who 
are on the verge of a divorce to 
serve as a committee of two to 
resolve their problems. 
Of course, all legislators can­ 
not properly be cast in this in­ 
hibiting role, but 
the sad fact 
is that 
the majority have seen 
fit to put the kabosh on all ef­ 
forts to date which would

sult in real accomplishment. In 
fairness, we must say the three 
local members of the Missouri 
General Assembly seem willing 
to lend their efforts toward re­

DEBTS AND ESTATES.To deal 
with the problem of debts owed 
the Crown (and in those 
days 
these 
must 
have 
been wide­ 
spread), chapter 9 lays down two 
rules 
which, 
interestingly 
enough, are still basic to modern 
debtor relationships; the creditor 
must go against the debtor for 
the collection of the debt before 
he can go against the surety, 
and a surety who lias discharged 
the debt is entitled to satisfaction 
from the debtor. Chapter 10 ex­ 
cuses 
heirs 
under 
age from 
paying Interest in debts owed the 
Jews, chapter 11 
sees to it 
tliat the needs of widows and 
heirs are provided for notwith­ 
standing 
outstanding debts. 
Chapter 26 governs the {jayment 
of debts owed the Crown at a 
man’s death, and chapter 27 gov­ 
erns the distribution of the pro- 
perty 
of 
a 
man 
who dies 
interstate (that is, without a will). 
CHURCH AND STATE. Twice 
in the Charter, in chapters 1 and 
63, 
it 
is 
declared that “ the 
English Church shall be free.” 
It should not be 
thought that 
this 
states 
ttie 
principle 
of 
separation of church and state in 
the sense intended by the First 
Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States when it forbids 
Congress 
to 
make any 
law 
“ respecting an establishment of 
religion.” But the declaration in 
Magna Carta is of great historical 
importance. It shows, to begin 
with, that Magna Carta is not 
concerned 
solely with secular 
matters; chapters 1 and 63 are 
no doubt the product of Arch­ 
bishop Stephen Langton’s role 
in the negotiations between King 
John and the t>arons. Further, the 
use 
of 
the 
phrase “ Fnglish 
Church,” in contrast to 
the 
language 
“Holy 
Church” 
in 
earlier charters, is evidence of 
the sense of a distinctively Eng­ 
lish Church, 
a consciousness 
which l>ecame reality in the reign 
of Henry VIII. 
SECURITY FOR THE KEEPING 
OF THE CHARTER. Chapter 61 
is of interest to modern consti­ 
tution makers because it repre­ 
sented 
an 
effort 
to set up 
machinery 
to 
enforce 
the 
Charter. It is so detailed that 
it forms about one-ninth of the 
entire Charter. However, while 
its length suggests 
the impor­ 
tance that the drafters attached 
to the enforcement machinery, 
and while writs survive showing 
the chapter’s use, the means of 
enforcement were hardly such as 
the 
King 
would put 
up with. 
Chapter 81 provides for 
the 
barons to elect twenty-five of 
their number to act as keepers 
of the lit>erties granted by the 
Charter. These 
twenty-five 


barons, the chapter continues, 
are to be the Judge of whether 
the King has breached the Charter 
and, if no redress is made, they 
are 
free to “ distrain 
and 
distress Us (the Crown) to the 
utmost of their powfcr, to wit, 
by capture of Our castles, lands, 
and possessions and by all other 
possible m eans...” Distraint was 
the means of compulsion regu­ 
larly used by the courts of the 
time to enforce judgments, but 
when it is the King who is dis­ 
trained it is difficult to draw 
the line between distraint and 
rebellion—especially when 
the 
distrainers are to be the judge 
of whether 
their 
distraint is 
legal. A greater invitation 
to 
quarrels between the King and 
the liarons could hardly 
be 
imagined. 
GENERAL 
CLAUSES. In 
studying the specific provisions 
of Magna Carta, one should not 
overlook the general language 
contained at the beginning and 
end of the Charter. In chapter 
I it is said that “ all the liberties 
underwritten,” 
that 
is, the 
guarantees of the following sixty- 
two 
chapters, 
are 
granted to 
“ all the free men of Our king­ 
dom,” and in chapter 63, the 
concluding 
chapter, 
this idea 
recurs; “ that all men 
in Our 
kingdom shall have and hold all 
the aforesaid liberties, rights, 
and concessions...."To 
much 
should not be read into 
the 
general 
language; those 
who 
drafted these phrases In chapters 
I and 63 did not think they were 
making of Magna Carta a modern, 
democratic 
document 
whose 
guarantees would extend to every 
man 
in England, no matter how 
humble. But these phrases are 
meaningful. Although historians 
may dispute just who was a 
“ free man,” in thirteenth-cen­ 
tury England, “ free men” (used 
In chapter I) obviously was a 
broader term than 
“baron” ; 
moreover, chapter 63 does not 
even use 
the 
limiting word 
“ free.” At any rate, 
the exis­ 
tence of chapters I and 
63 is 
conclusive evidence that 
the 
benefits of Magna Carta were not 
to be restricted to the barons. 
Chapter 
60 
offers additional 
proof; it says that all the customs 
and liberties which the King has 
promised his subjects in Magna 
Carta should in turn lie observed 
by them toward 
their men. 
Whatever 
the 
motives 
of the 
barons 
may 
have 
been 
in 
extending 
the 
C harter’s 
guarantees to others, the fact is 
that they did do so, and in doing 
so they set in motion theories 
of personal rights that have had 
repercussions down through the 
ages.

Co ngress Urged to Return 


Da y to La bo ring Ma n 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Congress 
was urged “ to give serious con­ 
sideration 
to 
legislation that 
would return Labor Day to the 
laboring 
man-legislatlon that 
would restrict compulsory union 
membership, the source of the 
excessive economic and political 
power now held by a tew labor 
union professionals.” 
S. D. Cadwallader, President 
of the National Right to Work 
Committee and Director of the 
Committee’s fast-growing Em­ 
ployee Activities Division (Mr. 
Cadwallader has been a union 
member himself for more than 
25 years and is presently 
a 
member of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and Brak emen) said 
today, “ the record wlll show 
throughout the union movement 
will provide the check s and balan­ 
ces 
necessary 
to k eep union 
leadership responsive 
to the 
individual member, and will, at 
the same time, protect the pub­ 
lic interest by returning to the 
members the enormous econo­ 
mic and political power now 
wielded by a few top 
union 
professionals. 
“By removing the albatross of 
compulsory unionism from the 
neck 
of 
the 
work ingman, 
Congress would be rendering one 
of its most distinguished 
and 
farsighted services 
to 
the 
work ingman and the country as 
a whole. 
“ Labor bosses were stunned 
recently,” Mr. Cadwallader said, 
“ when their own poll showed that 
a large percentage of 
their 
members didn’t agree with them 
on the issue of compulsory union­ 
ism and repeal of 14 (b), long 
a major target of union bosses. 
In feet, the full Kraft poll, con­ 
ducted to determine the attitudes 
of work ingmen toward boss-dic­ 
tated programs and aims, hasn't 
yet seen the light of day. And 
it probably never will. 
“ In 
a Labor 
Day message, 
Secretary-Treasurer William F. 
Schnltzler of the AFL-CIO said, 
’Only a handful of our legisla­ 
tive goals are concerned with 
unions or union members as 
such. They 
are 
heavily 
outweighed by a whole range of 
public Issues.. .and other mat­ 
ters that relate to the general 
welfere.” “ This attitude,” Mr. 
Cadwallader said, “ is typical of 
the way union bosses mak e un­ 
justified claims on behalf 
of 
their members, and not only for 
their own members on all mat­ 
ters, but for the country as a 
wholel In 
the same message. 
Mr. 
Schnltzler noted that 'we’ 
• . .(the union bosses) 'have been 
able to fill with Increasing effect­ 
iveness the role of the people's 
lobby.’ It's highly presumptuous. 


if not downright galling, for any 
organization, which 'represents' 
less than 10% of the population 
(and a decreasing percentage at 
that) to call itself a « people’s 
lobby’. And let’s not forget that 
this is the same organization 
that, time and again, admits it 
needs and relies on the crutch 
afforded by compulsory unionism 
to dragoon unwilling followers. 
That the labor bosses don’t truly 
speak for the needs and aspira­ 
tions of their members is shown 
by their own poll. 
“Justice 
Douglas, 
in a 1961 
Supreme Court case, said that, 
'The collection of dues for paying 
the costs of collective bargain­ 
ing of which each member is a 
beneficiary is one thing. If, how­ 
ever, dues are used, or assess­ 
ments are made. . .to promote 
or oppose the admission of 
Red 
China into the 
United Nations 
(for example), the group compels 
an individual 
to support with 
his money causes beyond what 
gave rise to the need for group 
bargaining.' 
“It is unthink able^ in our day 
and age when emphasis on the 
rights of the Individual has never 
been greater,” stated Mr. Ca<k> 
wallader, “ that such an Intoler­ 
able situation as compulsory 
unionism, which violates the con­ 
stitutional rights of every indi­ 
vidual, would continue to exist. 
It rubs against the American 
grain to k now that compulsory 
membership in a labor union — 
or any organization for 
that 
matter — can be 
a condition 
of employment in the 31 states 
which have no Right to Work 
laws. 
“ Let’s return Labor Day 
to 
the work ingman — to whom it 
really 
belongs. Let’s tak e It 
away from the union 
bosses 
and all others who would use 
compulsion to perpetuate their 
activities and to gain ends con­ 
trary to the wishes of 
the 
membership."

A booklet 
designed by Dr. 
Robert L. Jackson, professor and 
chairman In the pediatrics de­ 
partment, tells parents of dia­ 
betic children important facts 
about the disease called diabe­ 
tes mellitus. 
The disease can be fatal and 
Is 
especially severe in chil­ 
dren. One child in 2,500 de­ 
velops diabetes before the age 
16. It is estimated that over 
100,000 adult diabetics had the 
onset of the disease during their 
growth period. 
It explains that a child with 
diabetes does not have enough 
insulin and except for this, the 
child is no different from any 
other child. Insulin is formed 
by an organ of the body called 
the pancreas. When there is not 
enough Insulin, too much sugar 
called glucose stays In the blood 
and some of this sugar leaves the 
body In the urine without having 
been used. This sugar is nor­ 
mally stored in the muscles and 
liver of the body with a small 
amount remaining in the blood. 
Tests can be 
made to find out 
how much sugar Is in the blood 
and In the urine. Before the dis­ 
covery of insulin, a child lived 
only a short time. 
Tlte University has established 
one of the largest centers in the 
Midwest for treatment of dia­ 
betic children under the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Jackson, who came to 
the University in 1954. In the 
past year and a half, the pro­ 
gram has been expanded due to 
the 
opening of the 
Clinical 
Research Center. 
Under 
Dr. Jackson's direc­ 
tion, research is being con­ 
ducted by Dr. D.Y.N. Murthyand 
Dr. Richard A. Guthrie, both 
instructors and 
research fel­ 
lows in pediatrics; Dr. James 
Burkeholder, assistant profes­ 
sor in pediatrics who has re­ 
joined the staff after military 
service; and laboratory tech­ 
nicians under the supervision 
of William 
Womack, research 
assistant, who has a Master of 
ES Science degree in Biochemistry. 
The 
usual method to detect 
diabetes is the glucose toler- 
£ ance test. A measured amount 
L of sugar is taken by mouth, and 
the blood Is tested in one-half 
to one hour intervals for three 
hours for the amount of sugar 
present. If it is an abnormal 
amount, diabetes may be present.

It Is time to re-examine the 
role of the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee. 
Should its 
Chairman-- though himself con­ 
vinced he is serving a worthy 
purpose -- be allowed to go coun­ 
ter to a provision of the consti­ 
tution which delegates to the 
President the power to conduct 
the foreign relations of the Uni­ 
ted states? 
While the senate is given the 
right to ratify or reject treaties 
after negotiations have been com­ 
pleted by the President, this does 
not Justify intervention in the ne­ 
gotiating process itself by any 
member of Congress. 
Scarcely a month passes, how­ 
ever, without our reading in the 
press that the present chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has delivered before 
some college or university a pre­ 
pared address in which he implies 
to the nations of the world that 
the 
President 
today does not 
speak for the Senate on foreign 
policy, particularly as it relates 
to Vietnam. 
Again and again in the last half- 
century a Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations C ommittee has 
publicly expressed opposition to a 
President’s foreign policy. Hit­ 
ler misconstrued Senator Bo­ 
rah’s isolationism as nationwide, 
even though the Roosevelt Admin­ 


istration was making an earnest 
effort in the late 1930s to co­ 
operate with the free countries 
of Europe. 
Consequently, the 
Nazi leader considered America 
to be so divided that he could ini­ 
tiate his war of aggression with­ 
out fear that the military forces 
of the United states would come to 
the aid of Great Britain and 
France. 
History further reminds us that 
in 1919, after World War I had 
ended, another Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee led a movement which pre­ 
vented the Senate from ratifying 
the 
Versailles 
Peace Treaty. 
This pact provided for American 
entry into the League of Nations. 
If the United States had become 
a member, the whole course of 
history might have been changed 
for the better. 
Interposition in the conduct of 
foreign policy by members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has at times been reation- 
alized as somehow related to the 
“ advice and consent” which the 
Senate Is authorized by the Con­ 
stitution to give to the President 
in the making of treaties. 
But 
while individual members have 
the right to express themselves 
freely, no Senator may, in his 
capacity as Chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, presume to offer the “ advice 


and consent” of the Senate itself. 
Certainly there has been no 
resolution passed since August 
1964 by the Senate formally de­ 
claring the attitude of that body 
with respect to our policy in 
Vietnam. 
Yet in recent weeks 
some members of the Senate, 
including the Chairman of the 
Foreign 
Relations Committee, 
have openly proposed terms of 
peace which, they declare in their 
speeches, should be offered to the 
enemy, strictly speaking, this is 
the 
function 
of the President 
alone. Indeed, another Senator In 
the Democratic Party went so far 
as to arrange conferences abroad 
with the heads of government in 
Great Britain, France, Italy and 
West Germany, and he discussed 
with them at length the issues in­ 
volved in the making of American 
foreign policy. 
Are these not instances of an 
“ arrogance of power” by mem­ 
bers 
of the 
President’s own 
party? Is It right for any Chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee to make speech­ 
es giving to the people of the 
world, in time of war, the im­ 
pression that he is the spokes­ 
man for the majority In the Sen­ 
ate? 
No such confusion occurs under 
the British parliamentary sys­ 
tem. Responsibility Is definitely 
fixed on the majority party. Op­ 
position members are, of course, 
free to find fault with the Gov­ 


ernment’s policy. 
But In this country the Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee currently happens to 
be a member of the same party 
as the President. Hence, it Is 
being assumed In other countries 
that he speaks for the majority 
party 
in the Senate when he 
deviates from the Administra­ 
tion’s policy with reference to ne­ 
gotiations for ending the war in 
Vietnam. 
What opportunity do the Amer­ 
ican people have to hold the Dem­ 
ocratic Party responsible for the 
utterances of the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee? 
It is to be noted that he 
bears the title only because the 
Democratic Party in the Senate 
has formally chosen him for the 
post. 
Why, therefore, shouldn’t the 
Democratic Party by a caucus of 
its members decide hereafter 
whether any Chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
should be replaced who does not 
in his pronouncements reflect 
the views of the head of the party? 
The American people expect 
their elected representatives to 
maintain party responsibility. It 
is of the utmost importance, at a 
time of crisis in world affairs, 
that our potential enemies and ad­ 
versaries shall not be misled as 
to our intentions and purposes. 
These are delicate moments in 
world history.

and home parts are work hab­ 
its, physical size, zest for learn­ 
ing, reading 
achievement and 
social maturity. 
The school’s 
23 teachers took 
special graduate work last win­ 
ter at the University of Missou­ 
ri at 
Kansas City which lias 
joined the school district in tlie 
venture. It 
is known as the Ex­ 
perienced 
Teacher Fellowship 
program. 
Within the colonies the 
home 
port groups will be generally 
heterogeneous, with the children 
regrouped for some instruction, 
prim arily in reading and math. 
The children also will move 
from group to group so 
that 
their learning is always tailored 
to them. 
Kindergartens will be distinct, 
but here, too, individual differ­ 
ences will m atter. Kindergart- 
ners who are eager to read will 
be helped to learn how. Some 
who already are reading might 
join 
other reading groups in 
other home ports of the young­ 
est colony. 
Miss Sue Jarvis, a teacher, 
said a good deal more learning 
should take place as a result of 
diagnosing rather than exposing 
children to the same things.

HAZARD TO TOTS 
Venetian blind cords make an 
attractiv e — and hazardou s •• toy , 
so hazardou s in feet that 
two 
toddlers lost their liv es play ing 
with them. 
This alert 
was 
sou nded by Tex as patholog ist 
F. P. Bomstein who warned in a 
recent issu e of the Jou rnal of the 
American Medical Association of 
the trag ic 
accidents that can 
occu r when u nattended children 
play with Venetian blinds. 
Dr. Bomstein wrote that two 
toddlers, ag ed one and one-and- 
a-half y ears, were placed in their 
cribs for their naps. Both babies 
were in ex cellent health, both 
were well cared • for. In both 
cases the cribs were placed 
close to a window which had a 
Venetian blind. 
When the mothers went to pick 
u p their babies, according 
to 
the 
phy sician, “both infants 
were fou nd tang led u p and su s­ 
pended 
in the 
Venetian blind 
cord and there were strang u la­ 
tion 
marks on the neck and 
other finding s of accidental hang ­ 
ing .” 
Ou r children face enou g h dan­ 
g ers ou tside the hou se, so at 
least we shou ld g iv e them a 
safe sanctu ary at home. Today ’s 
Tip.

PAP TEST NOW 
A LEGAL MUST 
In a 
pioneering 
mov e, the 
New York State health code now 
req u ires that all women between 
the ag es of 25 and 54 admitted 
to more than 400 hospitals in 
the state mu st 
hav e a “ Pap” 
test for the detection of cer­ 
v ical cancer, u nless they hav e 
had one in the preceding three 
y ears, or the test is deemed 
medically Inadv isable. 
The Pap test, named for the 
late Dr. Georg e N. Papnicolaou 
who dev eloped it, can detect can­ 
cer of the cerv ix at a stag e 
when there are no sy mptoms, 
and 
when it can be cu red. 
“ This test Is one of the moat 
Important life-sav ing measu res 
of ou r time,” said Dr. Hollis 
S. Ing raham, state health com­ 
missioner. “ It can detect the 
disease before It spreads and 
when the chances of a cu re are 
nearly 100 percent.” 
The Pap test ag e limits were 
set becau se there are simply not 
enou g h laboratory facilities and 
trained technicians to screen 
all women and 8 5 percent of the 
cu rable cerv ical cancer cases 
discov ered in the past hav e been 
in this ag e bracket. 
The American Cancer Society 
estimates 
that approx imately 
44,000 women will fell v ictim to 
the disease this y ear - and It 
will claim 14,000 liv es.

SEN. SYMINGTON’S IMPLICATION 
In a carefully worded statement this week, 
M issouri’s senior U. S. Senator, Stuart Syming­ 
ton, uttered an eyebrow-lifting warning about 
Senate subcommittee hearings on the conduct 
of the air war in North Vietnam. Sen. Syming­ 
ton is a member of a Senate Military Prepared­ 
ness subcommittee that has been hearing testi­ 
mony from Defense Department officials on 
our air operations against the enemy in Hanoi. 
The Missourian has promised that testimony 
of w itnesses, including Defense Secretary Mc­ 
Namara, will be made public within a few weeks; 
a preliminary report will also be issued by the 
Senate unit shortly. 
Said Sen. Symington, “ I 
would earnestly hope that all Americans inter­ 
ested in this problem, a problem so vitally im ­ 
portant to the future structure of the military 
posture 
essential to the security of the United 
States, would refrain from reaching conclusions 
in this matter until they have had the opportunity 
to read the testimony of these w itnesses.” 
This is sound advice, particularly in the face 
of what appears to be contradictory testimony 
between Secretary McNamara and at least some 
of the nation’s top military officers. 
It would 
appear that not all members of the Chiefs of 
Staff as well as the Commander-in-Chief of 
Pacific Forces have approved and do approve 
of limitations placed on the attacking of m ili­ 
tary targets over North Vietnam. When he ap­ 
peared before the subcommittee and spoke in 
behalf of “ controlled” bombing of selected tar­ 
gets, Secretary McNamara declared that all- 
out bombing of North Vietnam would not bring 
the communists to the peace table. Some m ili­ 
tary officers, however, have said that they 
could pulverize the Red war potential if they 
were allowed to bomb targets of their own choos­ 
ing. 
Sen. Symington recently implied, if indeed he 
did not declare in so many words, that if Sec­ 
retary McNamara is right, we should get out 
of Vietnam. 
There appears to be a growing number of 
Americans who believe that if Sen. Symington 
is right, Secretary McNamara should get out 
of the Pentagon.

The predicament of Charlie W illiams, 86-year- 
old Negro, convicted of manslaughter, fills the 
casual reader with a mixture of awe, rem orse, 
even grudging admiration. 
The spark of admiration is for the calendar. 
Williams was tried under the habitual criminal 
act. 
Any habitual criminal who can live to the ripe, 
old age of 86 is entitled to at least a little 
respect. 
Most criminals don’t live nearly that 
long. 
It must take an exceptionally rugged one 
to perform this feat. 
W illiams surely has 
taken better care of his body than he has of 
his life. 
But a man, 86, should have lived long enough, 
seen enough of life and been too intelligent to 
kill another man, hence the feeling of rem orse. 
Williams could have been convicted of second 
degree murder and sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. 
This raises another question. 
If he had 
been sentenced to life imprisonment would it be 
severe or light punishment? 
W illiams’ life 
expectancy isn’t long at age 86. 
He can’t be 
expected to serve long in any event. 
Under the manslaughter conviction Williams 
can if imprisoned be sentenced to from six 
months in jail to 10 years in the state pen­ 
itentiary. 
He 
admitted 
on 
the witness stand that he 
killed Joe Lee Matthews of Painton but claimed 
self defense. 
A jury found him guilty and even at his ad­ 
vanced age the needs of society would not be 
served by permitting him to go free. 
A sad and puzzling case but Williams should 
have known better. 
No wonder judges, who must pass sentence, 
get grey.

SEN. SYMINGTON’S IMPLICATION 
In a carefully worded statement this week, 
Missouri's senior U. S. Senator, Stuart Syming­ 
ton, uttered an eyebrow-lifting warning about 
Senate subcommittee hearings on the conduct 
of the air war in North Vietnam. Sen. Syming­ 
ton is a member of a Senate Military Prepared­ 
ness subcommittee that has been hearing testi­ 
mony from Defense Department officials on 
our air operations against the enemy in Hanoi. 
The Missourian has promised that testimony 
of witnesses, including Defense Secretary Mc­ 
Namara, will be made public within a few weeks; 
a preliminary report will also be issued by the 
Senate unit shortly. 
Said Sen. Symington, ” 1 
would earnestly hope that all Americans inter­ 
ested in this problem, a problem so vitally im­ 
portant to the future structure of the military 
posture 
essential to the security of the United 
States, would refrain from reaching conclusions 
in this matter until they have had the opportunity 
to read the testimony of these witnesses.” 
This is sound advice, particularly in the face 
of what appears to be contradictory testimony 
between Secretary McNamara and at least some 
of the nation's top military officers. 
It would 
appear that not all members of the Chiefs of 
Staff as well as the Commander-in-Chief of 
Pacific Forces have approved and do approve 
of limitations placed on the attacking of m ili­ 
tary targets over North Vietnam. When he ap­ 
peared before the subcommittee and spoke in 
behalf of “ controlled” bombing of selected tar­ 
gets, Secretary McNamara declared that all- 
out bombing of North Vietnam would not bring 
the communists to the peace table. Some m ili­ 
tary officers, however, have said that they 
could pulverize the Red war potential if they 
were allowed to bomb targets of their own choos­ 
ing. 
Sen. Symington recently implied, if indeed he 
did not declare in so many words, that if Sec­ 
retary McNamara is right, we should get out 
of Vietnam. 
There appears to be a growing number of 
Americans who believe that if Sen. Symington 
is right, Secretary McNamara should get out 
of the Pentagon.

The union organization in charge 
of the new offensive already has 
reportedly spent tn excess

$1.5 million to carry 
out its 
mission. 
Walter Wingo, associate editor 
of NATION’S BUSINESS, recently 
pointed out that “ union bosses 
are angry because the firm’s 
(J. P. Stevens) employes have 
consistently voted against joining 
the Textile Workers 
Union of 
America, AFL-CIO.” Robert T. 
Stevens, president of the J, P. 
Stevens mills, recently told a

industries, producing high-cost

a developing market 
are in a better position to pay 
top wages than are firms in less 
lucrative fields. 
The 
unionization of tlxe textile 
industry

be scared away. In 
the long 
run, unionization of the Southern 
textile Industry would prove to 
be a great breakthrough, not 
for the employes of the U. S. 
textile firms, but for the Japan­ 
ese and Hong Kong firms. Union­ 
ization, 
ln short, seems nicely 
calculated to put the American 
textile Industry out of business 
by forcing them Into an unprofit­ 
able position.

It Is time to re-exam ine the 
role of the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee. 
Should Its

speak for the Senate on foreign 
policy, particularly as it relates 
to Vietnam. 
Again and again in the last half- 
century a Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee has 
publicly expressed opposition to a 
President's foreign policy. Hit­ 
ler 
m isconstrued Senator Bo­ 
rah's isolationism as nationwide, 
even though the Roosevelt Admin­ 


istration was making an earnest 
effort In the late 1930s to co ­ 
operate with the free countries 
of Europe. 
Consequently, the 
Nazi leader considered America 
to be so divided that he could Ini­ 
tiate his war of aggression with­ 
out fear that the military forces 
of the United states would come to 
the 
aid 
of Great 
Britain and 
France. 
History further reminds us that 
in 1919, after World War I had 
ended, another Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee led a movement which p re­ 
vented the Senate from ratifying 
the 
V ersailles 
Peace Treaty. 
This pact provided for American 
entry Into the League of Nations. 
If the United states had become 
a member, the whole course of 
history might have been changed 
for the better. 
Interposition in the conduct of 
foreign policy by members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee has at tim es been reation- 
alized as somehow related to the 
“ advice and consent'' which the 
Senate Is authorized by the Con­ 
stitution to give to the President 
In the making of treaties. 
But 
while Individual members have 
the right to express them selves 
freely, no Senator may, In his 
capacity as Chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, presume to offer the “ advice 


and consent" of the Senate it M l/. 
Certainly there has been no 
resolution passed since August 
1964 by the Senate formally de­ 
claring the attitude of that body 
with 
respect to our policy in 
Vietnam. 
Yet In recent weeks 
som e 
members of the Senate, 
Including the Chairman of the 
Foreign 
Relations Committee, 
have openly proposed term s of 
peace which, they declare In their 
speeches, should lie offered to the 
enemy, strictly speaking, this is 
the 
function 
of the President 
alone. Indeed, another Senator In 
the Democratic Party went so far 
as to arrange conferences abroad 
with the heads of government In 
Great Britain, France, Italy and 
West Germany, and he discussed 
with them at length the issues In­ 
volved in the making of American 
foreign policy. 
Are these not instances of an 
“ arrogance of power" by m em ­ 
bers 
of 
the 
President’s own 
party? Is it right for any Chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee to make speech­ 
e s giving to the people of the 
world, in time of war, the im ­ 
pression that he is the spokes­ 
man for the majority in the Sen­ 
ate? 
No such confusion occurs under 
the British parliamentary sy s­ 
tem. Responsibility is definitely 
fixed on the majority party. Op­ 
position members are, of course, 
free to find fault with the Gov­ 


ernm ent's policy. 
But In this country the Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee currently happens to 
be a member of the same party 
as the President. Hence, it Is 
being assumed in other countries 
that he speaks for the majority 
party 
in 
the Senate when he 
deviates from the Administra­ 
tion's policy with reference to ne­ 
gotiations for ending the war in 
Vietnam. 
What opportunity do the Amer­ 
ican people have to hold the Dem­ 
ocratic Party responsible for the 
utterances of the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee? 
It is to 1* noted that he 
bears the title only because the 
Democratic Party In the Senate 
has formally chosen him for the 


post. 
Why, therefore, shouldn't the 
Democratic Party by a caucus of

Wesley Mayo, deputy sheriff, 
testified that Denton turned the 
bottled over to him on that date 
after Mayo presented him with a 
search warrant.

OPPOSITION TO FREEDOM 
There are twelve main popula- 
:ion groups in South-West Africa 
of which the Ovambos are the 
most numerous, totalling about 
240,000 and com prising a little 
over 45 percent of the population 
of the country. They are tillers 
of the soil and herdsmen. 
B e­ 
lieving in self-determ ination, the 
South African 
government la s 
just informed the Ovambos that 
they are free to decide the form 
of self-governm ent under which 
they wish to live. The Minister 
urged that in establishing a leg­ 
islative 
council the traditional 
system of chiefs, headmen and 
councils, 
b e supplemented by 
elected m em bers, and that voting 
take place to elect a predeter­ 
mined number 
o f representa­ 
tives. 
The M inister announced that the 
sam e 
privileges would be ac­ 
corded to the other indigenous 
peoples living in 
South . West 
A frica. Each national unit could 
attain its own complete indepen­ 
dence and be able to determine 
its future. The Minister further 
explained that his government's 
policy of indepdent development 
for each group is live and grow­ 
ing. His department will spend 
more than 30 million rand ($42 
m illion) over the next five years 
in 
developing stock 
breeding, 
fencing, water repairs, electri­ 
city, town, building, roads, a ir­ 
ports, educational and medical 
serv ices for the Ovamtios. This 
is a substantial sum for a sm all 
region of less than a quarter of 
a million people.

A m ajor cause of brain Injury 
in infants may lie the fact that a 
great number of them fall on their 
heads. 
This is the conclusion of Dr. 
Harvey Kravitz from a study of 
200 infants examined in the gen­ 
eral 
clinic at Children's Me­ 
morial 
hospital. 
According 
to the pediatrician, 
three out of 
every 
four children had fallen 
hard or lieen dropped 
on their 
heads during the first 
year of 
life. 
The 
astounding 
figures indi­ 
cate that the accidents may be 
much more 
common than ever 
realized, Dr. Kravitz told Wom­ 
en's Medical N ew sservice.The 
head injuries may lie one reason 
for 
som e 
mental retardation, 
learning prolilem s, and convul­ 
sions later in childhood, he sa y s. 
The clinic, examined infants, 
mostly city babies, had most of­ 
ten fallen from adult 
beds and 
sofas where they had been placed 
tem porarily. Babies in suburbs, 
studied in private practice, had 
fewer falls, but generally they 
fell from greater heights — us­ 
ually from dressing tables 
and 
counters. 
Some babies had serious falls 
on their heads a s many a s four 
and five 
tim es in 
the year. 
Several babies developed blood 
clots in the brain or skull frac­ 
tures. 
“ Much more em phasis should 
be given to the education of p ar­ 
ents in accident prevention prior 
to taking newborn infants home 
d also in the first 
months of 


life ," Dr. Kravitz observed.
